Priest’s Diary, Dated 
1769, First Mentions 
California Christmas 


Mexico City.—The celebration of 
the fourth centenary of the Appari- 
tion of Our Lady of Guadalupe, which 
terminated here recently, was the 
most brilliant religious demonstration 
ever held in Mexico. 

The large and devoted gatherings 
that preceded the great final demon- 
stration of faith at the shrine, no less 
than the demonstration itself, are 
hailed as an impressive proof that the 
Faith of the Mexican people is still 
signally profound, despite the diffi- 
culties which have beset the faithful 
of the nation in the course of the last 
few years. The pilgrimages which 
came from many Latin American 
lands are likewise seen as earnests of 
the Faith in these other lands. 

Pope Sends Message 

The Holy Father’s deep interest in 
the great Guadalupan demonstration 
was officially brought to the attention 
of the pilgrims in a message read 
from the pulpit of the Basilica. The 
message, which was signed by Car- 
dinal Pacelli, Papal Secretary of 
State, was as follows: 

“His Holiness, much pleased with 
the filial homage of the attendants at 
the Guadalupan Congress, fraternally 
sends to the Bishops and their respec- 
tive dioceses his Apostolic Benedic- 
tion, asking celestial favors.” 

One indication that the celebration 
showed forth the undiminished devo- 
tion of Mexicans to the Catholic Faith 
has been that certain inveterate anti- 
clericals have attacked agencies of 
the Government itself on the ground 
that they aided in the arrangements 
for holding the Guadalupan Congress. 
Some of these attacks have been bit- 
ter. However, the only governmental 
recognition of them thus far has been
